Deficit, According to Board 


of Managers Report, Is 


Over $600,000 


The North 
Dakota 
state-owned, 


state-operated flour mill at 
Grand 


Forks is being operated at capacity 
in order to create a great output 
and put the mill on a paying basil, 
according to deductions made from 
the cold figures of a report sub- 
mitted to the board of managers of 
thp institution recently. 
A copy of 


the report, by the board of man- 
agers' secretary, shows 
that 
the 


mill pro'duced 898,064 
barrels 
of 


flour in 11 months ending June 30, 
1924, 
an exceptionally heavy output 


for a mill rated at 3,000 barrels per 
day capacity. 


The mill board's report shows that 


2,»66,38U bushels hard wheat were 
used in the manufacture of flour, 
and 
I,ltf5,418 
bushels 
of 
durum 


wheat was used during the 11 months 
period. 
The mill produced 630,096 


barrels of flour from "wheat" and 
M?,:!59 from durum. 


The null, tiowo\er, continues 
to 


show a deficit, in spite of the steady 
production. 
The loss in operating 


for the 11 months period is given 
as .225 cents per barrel and the 
loss on bond interest and depreci- 
ation is given as .315 cento per bar- 
rel. This is somcuhat less than the 
average loss per barrel 
since 
the 


flour began operating, the reporting 
showing the loss per barrel from be- 
ginning of operation up to June 30, 
1924, being 87 cents on each barrel 
produced. 


During the month of June

state-operated flour mill at 
Grand 
Forks is being operated at capacity 
in order to create a great output 
and put the mill on a paying basis, 
according to deductions made from 
the cold figures of u report sub­ 
mitted to the board of managers of 
the institution reeently. 
A copy of 
the report, by the board of man­ 
agers’ secretary, shows 
that 
the 
mill pro'duced 898,664 
barrels 
of 
flour in 11 months ending June 30, 
1924, an exceptionally heavy output 
for a mill rated at 3,000 barrels per 
day capacity. 
The mill board’s report shows that 
2,956,380 bushels hard wheat were 
used in the manufacture of flour, 
and 
1,195,418 
bushels 
of 
durum 
wheat was used during the 11 months 
period. 
The mill produced 630,696 
barrels of flour from “wheat” and 
267,359 from durum. 
The mill, -however, continues 
to 
show a deficit, in spite of the steady 
production. 
’The loss in operating 
for the 11 months period is given 
as .225 cents per barrel and the 
loss on bond interest and depreci­ 
ation is given us .315 cents per bar­ 
rel. 
This is somewhat less than the 
average loss per barrel

ter of an hour, he poured a stream 
of critical, personal and sarcastic 
eloquence upon Dr. Krohn, who has 
been described as the “ace” of the 
state’s corps of alienists.

Explode; 
$50,000.00 
Damage.s 


FIVE 
HOUSES 
BURN 


Other Gasoline Company and 
Lumber Yards Were 
Endangered 


Jame.stowii, Aug. 2.'»—One person 
was probably fatally injured and 
two others are in the local hospital 
here, and property estimated at 
$50,000 has been burned as the re­ 
sult of an explosion in the local 
yards of the Sinclair Oil company 
Saturday afternoon. 
For a time 
the large storage tanks of the 
Dacotah Oil company and the yards 
of the Murphy Lumber Co., were in 
danger but the hard work of the 
fire department and citizens stop­ 
ped the further spread of flames. 
The injured are: 
H. P. Lenten, manager of the 
Sinclair Oil company branch here, 
who was painfully burned about 
the head. 
His condition is not con­ 
sidered serious. 
Neil Colgar, struck in the head 
by flying 
timbers. He may 
be 
fatally injured. 
Julius Olund, less seriously hurt 
by flying debris. 
The Sinclair Oil company plant 
is a tctal loss, and five residences 
in the immediate 
vicinity of the 
branch ate also wrecked by the 
flames. 
The explosion was caused by a 
spark from an electric pumping 
motor in the warehouse while a de­ 
livery tank was being filled. Man­ 
ager Lenten saw the sparks and 
jumped for the door but was caught 
by 
the 
explosion 
and 
hurled 
through the door. 
His head, face, 
arms and legs were badly burned 
but his recovery is declared cer­ 
tain. 
The blast put fire to the two 
largo storage tanks and these ex­ 
ploded, hurling the burning gas­ 
oline for blocks around, as well as 
pieces of timber and other parts of 
the plant. The burning oil flowed 
in the gutters and attempts to ex­ 
tinguish the flames were futile. 
h lames from the burning storage 
tanks lighted the 
territory 
for 
miles around on Saturday night, 
but the fire had been extinguish­ 
ed in all places excepting in the 
tanks. 
The 
first 
explosion 
occurred 
about 3 p. m. 
A large crowd soon 
gathered and there were a number 
of narrow escapes from serious in­ 
jury as the burning oil was hurtled 
through the air and flowed in the 
street. One kerosene 
tank 
was 
blown 200 feet across the street. 
The two storage tanks contained 
about 25,000 gallons of gasoline. 
Hundreds of barrels of kerosene 
provided additional food for the 
flames, as well as large quantities 
of lubricating oils and greases. 
For a time it looked as if the 
Dacotah Oil company plant and the 
Murphy Lumber company 
yards 
were beyond rescue. 
Five dwell­ 
ings were soon in flames. One 
woman was carried from one of the 
burning 
houses on a 
stretcher. 
Most of the contents of the burn­ 
ed houses were removed to safety. 
Inis is declared to be the big­ 
gest fire in the history of James­ 
town. 
The loss on the oil plant 
was estimated at $20,000 and the 
homes $30,000, partially covered by 
insurance.

' THE RAILROAD.S AND TAXES 
The political trick .still is used, though not so effectively 
a.s formerly. The diffidence of the public toward railroad se- 
i.uiilies, refusal of investors to provide funds for exten.sion of 
lines, the binding of the road.s with government regulations, 
•he difficulty of many to meet interest charges — all these 
factors have combined to force the conviction generally that 
rooú and efficient .service by the railroads -is not gained 
through constant efforts to destroy them. 
The representatives of railroads have made a convinc­ 
ing case before the state board of equalization in demand­ 
ing reductions in their valuation. 
The railroads probably 
w ill not, and doubtle.ss do not expect, to get all of the reduc­ 
tions they desire. 
There is still enough for misunder.stand- 
ing of the true situation to caus^public indignation to ri.se 
in all quarters were the roads given the reductions they 
ajjpear to be entitled to, as compared to taxes in other states. 
Railroads which open up a new territory, such as the 
railroads opened North Dakota to .settlement, must be pre­ 
pared to carry more than an ordinary share of the burden 
of maintaining the public improvements necessary to per­ 
mit the development of such areas, for a reasonable period 
of time. 
It is to the advantage of railroads to do .so, in 
order to foster that growth of population which results in 
an increa.se in business for them. 
But it is not expected 
that the railroads should continue the practice indefinitely. 
There is no citizen who desires to see the railroads escape 
taxation. 
In years gone by it is quite possible that the 
public bore a portion of the railroads’ fair share of the tax 
burden, just as the railroads appear to be doing now for the 
I)ublic. 
North Dakota has the right, and should, demand 
efficient service and equitable ¡rate.s from the railroads. 
'I'he state has done much for them and can expect much in 
return. 
Every citizen, however, ought in common fairness 
be willing to see the railroads get a decision solely on the 
merits of their case.

' THE RAILROADS AND TAXES 


The political trick still is used, though not so effectively 


as formerly. The diffidence of the public toward railroad se- 
. jiiiies^refusal of investors to provide funds for extension of 
Mnes, the binding of the roads with government regulations, 
'he difficulty of many to meet interest charges — all these 
factors have combined to force the conviction generally that 
tfood and efficient service by the railroads -is not gained 
through constant efforts to destroy them. 


The representatives oi' railroads have made a convinc- 


ing case before the state board of equalization in demand- 
ing reductions in their valuation. The railroads probably 
will not, and doubtless do not expect, to get all of the reduc- 
tions they desire. There i.s still enough for misunderstand- 
ing of the true situation to cause*public indignation to rise 
in all quarters were the roads given the reductions they 
appear to be entitled to, as compared to taxes in other states. 


Railroads which open up a new territory, such as the 


railroads opened North Dakota to settlement, must be pre- 
pared to carry more than an ordinary share of the burden 
of maintaining the public improvements-necessary to per- 
mit the development of such areas, for a reasonable period 
of time. 
It is to the advantage of railroads to do so, in 


order to foster that growth of population which results in 
an increase in business for them. 
But it is not expected 


that the railroads should continue the practice indefinitely. 


There is no citizen who desires to see the railroads escape 


taxation. 
In years gone by it is quite possible that the 


public bore a portion of the railroads' fair share of the tax 
burden, just as the railroads appear to be doing now for the 
public. 
North Dakota has the right, and should, demand 


efficient service and equitable jrates from the railroads. 
The state has done much for them and can expect much in 
return. Every citizen, however, ought in common fairness 
be willing to see the railroads get a decision solely on the 
merits of their t-ase.

“ If every death vehicle went over 
the same kind of route driven by 
sane people, I never heard of it and 
I fancy no one else ever has,” 
he 
said. 
“ Why did they do it? For nothing. 
The mad act of King Lear is the only 
thing I know to compare it with. Yet 
sonic of the doctors here have de­ 
clared it a sane act. 
“And the state says these boys are 
sane because they planned this crime. 
W hy? Maniacs plan, idiots plan, an i­ 
mals plan and a brain th at functions 
may plan. 
And here wc have plans 
from the diseased minds of boys.” 
The pleader mentioned th at Loeb 
had helped newspaper reporters who 
worked on the case, when it was still 
in the mystery stage. 
“ Was th at criminal ?’’ he asked, and 
answered by saying th at it was his 
experience th at 
criminals 
shunned 
reporters, even when there was no 
chance of detection. 
He painted a gruesome picture of 
the boys upon the scaffold bound, 
hooded and “with some one waiting 
to loose the spring.” 
He philosophiz­ 
ed again and again upon the b a rb ar­ 
ity of capital punishm ent and pleaded 
with the judge to decide the case by 
his own 
conscience,

isfaction of ju stic e !” he 
cxclaiinnd. 
“ Would it not be more so than death 
by hanging? 
W here is there a h u ­ 
man heart th at would ask for more? 
Where is there a human heart th at 
would not be satisfied? Is a life time 
for the young, spent behind prison 
bars, not enough punishm ent for this 
mad act? 
“Yet we are forced to fight th a t 
one boy 18 and another 19 may be 
permitted to live in solitude all their 
lives; we are forced to plead that 
this court and the sta te ’s attorney be 
merciful enough to allow these boys 
to be Locked up in the penitentiary 
until they die.

New York, Aug 25.—John Eskows- 
ky, the Staten Island “hermit,” died 
in a hospital in th at borough half an 
hour a fte r 
detectives 
investigating 
the m urder of 8-yeur-oId Francis Mc­ 
Donnell, who was slain a month ago, 
had exonerated him from all su s­ 
picion in connection with the killing. 
Acting Captain of Detectives W il­ 
liam McKay, in charge of the Staten 
Island detective force during the va­ 
cation of Captain Ernest Van W ag­ 
ner, said th at there was “no evidence 
a t all” to connect Eskowsky with the 
murder. 
Before be died Eskowsky recovered 
consciousness and told the detectives 
th at he had been living on Staten Is­ 
land only for two weeks. 
W as Shot Twice 
Eskowsky was shot twice as he was 
fleeing through the woods from police­ 
men and a crowd of men who believed 
that he might be the McDonnell boy's 
slayer. 
He returned th eir fire, and 
then, while in hiding, shot himself 
twice. 
Eskowsky was suspected of being 
implicated in the m urder of the boy 
when another lad made a complaint 
that Eskowsky had accosted him. The 
lad informed Calvatore Pace, proprie- 
tdr of a gasoline station, and Pace, 
armed 
with 
a 
revolver, 
ordered 
Eskowsky to walk in front of him till 
the.v reached a policeman. 
FIskowsky told Detectives McKeever, 
Bovlan and McGann th at he had been 
farm ing at Radnor, a suburb of Phil­ 
adelphia, and a few weeks ago had a 
dis.ogrecment with his wife. 
They 
bad 
quarreled 
interm ittently 
for 
about three o r four months, and he 
had a revolver whieh, he said, he 
took from her in order to prevent 
her shooting him. 
He told the detectives that when 
Pace ordered him to walk ahead he 
thought the gasoline station man was 
a bandit and was merely taking him 
down the road to await a favorable 
opjiortunity to rob him. 
' 
When he had the chance he turned 
on Pace and fired at him. 
His bullet 
missed and he took to the woods. In 
a few minutes he was surrounded and 
several shots were fired at him. 
He 
was found 
lying 
wounded on 
the 
ground. 
He had been hit by two of 
the policemen’s bullets and had shot 
himself twice. 
Shortly before noon yesterday the 
wounded man was taken to the oper­ 
ating room of the hospital and his 
death followed a fte r he had been re­ 
turned to the ward. 
It was learned th at for the first 
few nights he was on the island he 
slept in the woods and 
afterw ard 
built b im self a rude shelter of drift 
wood and galvanized iron. 
Dr. George Mord, Assistant Medical 
Examiner, performed an autopsy on 
Eskowsky's body. 
It was determined 
th at the man had died of self-inflict­ 
ed wounds, one in the back and an ­ 
other behind the right ear.

While there are no post office de­ 
partment records to show that Brown 
was the first to make and put the 
post office box in use, there is noth- 
ifig on file to dispr^a the claim made 
f tr him h r hi* graat granddaughter.

Postmaster General New, therefore, 
has replied to a letter from Miss 
Lewis presenting the claim by stat­ 
ing he is ready to give Brown the 
benefit of the doubt and acknowledge 
him as the inventor. 
Brown’s memoirs, published some 
time after his death, fully set forth 
the circumstances leading to the in­ 
vention. He wrote: 
“I was the inventor or planner of 
post office boxes. These were times 
of embargo, non-intercourse, etc., 
and of course speculation was rife. 
The first news was important and 
therefore there was always a great 
rush to the post office, as soon as 
the mail came in, for letters. The 
universal plan was to hand out let­ 
ters from a round pane of glass 
from the front window.

Was Shot Twice 


Es-kowxky was shoftwice as he wa 


fleeing through the woods from police 
men and a crowd of men who believc< 
that he might be the McDonnell boy' 
slayer. 
He returned their fire, am 


then, while in hiding, shot himscl 
twice. 


Eckowsky was suspected of being 


implicated in the murder of the bo;, 
when another lad madc a complain 
that Eskowsky had accosted him. The 
lad informed Calvatore Pace, proprie

It was learned that for the first 


few nights he was on the island he 
slept in the woods and 
nftcrwan 


built Himself a rude shelter of drifl 
wood and galvanized iron.

The total vote cast 
was 1,993,870, 


while the stay-at-home vote in the 
New England ''States was 1,647,843. 
For every 100 votes cast in the New 
England States there wcrc 82 stay- 
at-homes.
